Lying upon 
tbe ground in rows may be seen be- 
tween two hundred and three hundred 
goatskins awaiting purchasers.f .Each 
skin is inflated, either wlta 7Ster Or 
air, so that the buyer may know it Is 
perfectly water tight. Tbe majority 
of the skins used come from Arabia, 
while a large number are received 
from tbe Letuinons. They are tmmnti! 
to Hebron by tbe camel caravans and 
are pun-bused by the tanneries ami 
turned into bottles. They pass through 
many processes. a)T1 a tanner will 
spend a week upon a single skin before 
it is rendered water tight and sen-ice- 
able. 
From Hebron these odd bot- 


tles are sent to all parts of the east, 
thousands going down into Egypt and 
tbe Sudan every year.—Argonaut.

At a meeting of men la the Trin-

Albacor* Actually Jump Out of th« 


Water to Catch Them. 


The home of tbe flying Bab is along 


the path of the north Atlantic trade 
winds 
In "Memories of the Sea" Ad 


miral Fitzgerald of the English nnvy 
sa.rs that in sailing down the trades 
you find the sea fairly alive with th<>se 
flsh. which are relentlessly pursued bj 
the albacore, the largest of the mack 
erel family. 


From my commanding position at 


the end of the jib boom I could look 
straight down on tbe strange scene 
There wns a sboul of some dozen al- 
bacore swimming along ahead of tbe 
ship 
Sometimes one or two of them 


would dart off on either bow or right 
ahead for thirty or forty yards and 
then drop back again until they were 
straight under where I was sitting 
Tbe ship was going about seven knots 
As it sailed along the flying flsb would 
rise out of the water before it, spread 
their wings and soar away to tbe right 
or left Often I could see exactly what 
happened. Aa tbe flying flsh rose one 
of the albacore darted off in pursuit 
and kept almost underneath him until 
he dropped into the water again: then 
there was a splash like the rise of a 
salmon, and the flying flsh flew no 
more. 


But the albacore did not always wait 


for tbe flying flsh to touch the water. 
On several occasions I saw them ac- 
tually take their prey in the air by 
making a huge jump out of the water.

to Hebron by tbe camel caravans and 
are pun-bused by the tanneries ami 
turned into bottles. They pass through 
many processes. a)T1 a tanner will 
spend a week upon a single skin before 
it is rendered water tight and sen-ice- 
able. 
From Hebron these odd bot- 


tles are sent to all parts of the east, 
thousands going down into Egypt and 
tbe Sudan every year.—Argonaut.

Albacor* Actually Jump Out of th« 


Water to Catch Them. 


The home of tbe flying Bab is along 


the path of the north Atlantic trade 
winds 
In "Memories of the Sea" Ad 


miral Fitzgerald of the English nnvy 
sa.rs that in sailing down the trades 
you find the sea fairly alive with th<>se 
flsh. which are relentlessly pursued bj 
the albacore, the largest of the mack 
erel family. 


From my commanding position at 


the end of the jib boom I could look 
straight down on tbe strange scene 
There wns a sboul of some dozen al- 
bacore swimming along ahead of tbe 
ship 
Sometimes one or two of them 


would dart off on either bow or right 
ahead for thirty or forty yards and 
then drop back again until they were 
straight under where I was sitting 
Tbe ship was going about seven knots 
As it sailed along the flying flsb would 
rise out of the water before it, spread 
their wings and soar away to tbe right 
or left Often I could see exactly what 
happened. Aa tbe flying flsh rose one 
of the albacore darted off in pursuit 
and kept almost underneath him until 
he dropped into the water again: then 
there was a splash like the rise of a 
salmon, and the flying flsh flew no 
more. 


But the albacore did not always wait 


for tbe flying flsh to touch the water. 
On several occasions I saw them ac- 
tually take their prey in the air by 
making a huge jump out of the water.
